Here again prom pt work was ef­ 


fective, and the flames were check­ 


ed. 
Farm ers who were stopping 


in the yard had codsiderable trou­ 


ble getting out 
their frightened 


team s, and some of the wagons 


were on fire when pulled out. 


There were different reports as 


to where the fire started.

this regard, but the Eagle feels this 


praise is due. 
Manager W ipprecht and E ngi­ 
neer W ynn were in the thick of 
the fight on the south side of the 
press. 
Here all hands succeeded 
in 
saving some eight 
hundred 
bales of cotton and a part of the 
platform. 
Ii will be recalled that the old 
compress 
burned 
on this same 
site some years 
ago. 
Bryan at 
that tim e rallied and rebuilt on an 
enlarged scale, and the Eagle be­ 
lieves the sam e thing w ill be speedi­ 
ly done again. 
It is hoped that 
the press can be saved as it had 
not fallen at a late hour last night 
and gave evidence that it would 
stand.
